Merchants and 
traders from Montana and Idaho do lit- 
tle here in general merchandize, having 
large supplies of everything, at this day, 
in their own markets. Flour, salt and 
produce truek is the sum total of their 
trade with Selt Lake City now-s-days. 
The major part of the produce and flour 
purchases haxe been made already, and 
most ofthe trains have started northward. 

Flour and produce generally is com- 
paratively cheap, for Salt Lake, this sea- 
son; eight dollars for the poorest and ten 


for Tanner's dest, being the ruling pti- 


In groceries, provisions, 
dry goods, clothing, hardware, netions 
e., there is no regular“ wholesale quo- 
tation,” so to speak. That is to say, no 
cash basis can be quoted. Everything 
being condacted by our merchants, big 
and little, on the barter principle, there 
are very few grecnbacks to be seen 
changing hends, in the stores or at the 


| business stands. Three-fourths of all the 
trading done here this year is paid for 
in flour and produce, cotton, corn &c. 
Greenbacks are very scarce in Utah at 
the present; indeed there are none in tbe 
country save what few the bankers 
bave. 

This market is fultof every class of 
goods, wares and merchandise, thia fall. 
The later trains to the heaviest bouses 
have argived, orare {nsight, to that the 
great trouble now with the merchants 
is to sell off the stocks at whatever 
prices they can get, to pay them cost 
and freight and profits; as best.they can. 
For prices, as near as perseverance 
could procure them, consult our otber 
column this morning. Yet, these prices 
are not universal. A party told us yes- 
terday that be could buy bacon®for 40cts, 
while another informed us he could sell 
(barter) all he chose for sixty. The 
boot and shoe, and clothing market is 
well supplied, and prices rule—as best, 
the buyers and sellers barter. Teas are 
lower then heretofore, so is sorghum, 
coal oil, &. All the dry goods are not 
yet quite opened, but the assortments 
are entirely adequate to the demands. 
Domestics rule firm; prints sell low. 
But there’s no use in particularizing, 
each house, as_we said before, having its 
peculiar class of customers and cbarges. 
Whenever there is any startling change, 
scarcity or gluttiog, in certain articles, 
our columas will ipform eu. 


FinancraL.—As stated eleewhere, eur 
reney ismighty scarce in Salt Lake City 
| at this time. Exchange on east and west 
is offered with more pleasure by all par- 
ties purchasing the retort” and dust.“ 
Large lots of Montana gold dust, and 
some from Boise, have been brought 
down here lately. Our bankers “go 
for it.“ as eagerly as the telegrams from 
Wall Street will allow. And large lots 
of gold have been brought here recently, 
from the north, by parties who are en 
route to the east, and seem to prefer 
packing it along, to taking the exchange.
